VIENNA TO SUANGHAL IN EIGHT DAYS. 

Inun Austrian review Dy.Convall Spataier out- 
lines a project for u new ruilway route to China. 
The route of this new ruilway, starting at 
Constantinople, crosses the Bosphorus to Haidar 
Pasha by the proposed Abdul Hamid Bridge 
or by ferry-boats, utilises the Anatolinn system, 
actual and projected, to 
the basin of the Euphrates into that of the 
Aras, follows this yulley to the pluins of the

BRITISH-GROWN TEA. 


“At the Socioty of Arts, Mr. A. Gr'Stanton 
read a paper before the Indiin Section on 
“ British-grown Tea.” Lord George Huuiltou, 
M.P., presided. and there were present, umony 
others, Lord, Reay, the Hon. Sir Charles 
Fremantle, Sir William TLee-Warner. Sir 
George Birdwood, Sir West Ridgeway. Mv. 
J.D. Rees, Mr. H. K. Rutherford. Mr. F.. A. 
Roberts, and Mr, C, Thomas. . 

Mr. Stanton, in the course of his paper, spoke, 
of the extensive use of tea by English alt over 
the world, and said it-was no wonder that the 
idea should have hoen.conevivel by Englishmen 
of growing tea in our own d-pendencies. The 
chief part of the ten trade of the world was in 
the hands of China and Japan until we began 
to grow it in India and othér parts of the 
Empire, In India it was grown aslong ago 
as 1834; in Caylon if was not cultivated until 
a-mach later period. The only other colony ; 
where tua has heen commercially grown to any 
extont is Natal, which has special facilities for 
its growth owing to the fact thut imported tea 
in sabjoct toadaty of Gd-pertb-—which-hys not— 
to be borne by tea grown in the colony, aud 
ais there was Customs Union between the Cape 
and Natal thut market was also opened to the 
growers free of duty, whilst the recent an- 
nexation of the Transvaal and the Orange 
River Colouy and their inclusion in the Cus- 
toms Union had opened it still larger ma rked. 
Very little Natal tea, therefore. got outside 
our African dominions. The acreage at the 
present. time. under tea cultivation in that 
colony was 3,542. Tes-rrowinge was experi- 
mentally tried in Jamaica, Fiji. Borneo, and 
Mauritius and the Straits Settlements, but- 
excapt in the last named. it had not gone heyond 
the experimental stage. ulthongh ‘there were 
some 7 acres under cultivation in Jamaica. In 
the Straits Settlements 35,000.1b, were produced 
it 1802. Brilish-gro.ca2 tea had now slinost 
ontively swporseded the China product in the 
United Kingdom as well asin some of our 
Colonies. while it was gradually displicing it in 
many other markets. Tea wax also grown in 
the island of Java to tha extent of nearly 
20,000.000Ib. a year. The total export from tea- 
producing countries in the year 1902 was 
615.000,00.N5,, and of this total Great Britain 
consumed 255.000.0001, and her Colonies 
60,000.0001%. ; so that of all the tea produced at 
the present time it might -be said that. the 
British race took about half, und thus that the

AN INGENIOUS DEVICE. 

Captain Iver Mattson, of the Norwerian 
barquo dora, who brought his vessel to South 
Africa Jast month, invented o novel and‘ 
ingenious method of stopping u leak at sea. 
Bound from Norway to Capetown, the Mlora 
experienced terrific weather in the Bay of 
Biscay, and was compelled to lie to for six days: 
In the butieting that she received she sprang 
a leak, which let in the water at the rate of 
six inches aw hour. Al hands were kept at 
the pumps day and night without intermission. 
As the gale abated the vessel drove before it 
into’ calmer seas. Captain Mattsou found |" 
that the leak was getting worse, und he had 
a windmill rigged up to help the wen. Even 
this was foand insnflicient, so he had recourse 
to his ingenuity. He constructed a great 
waterproof canvas bag, sixteen feet long, six 
feet in circumference, and two feet in diameter. 
This he kept extended by means of hoops. A win- 
dow of glass was-letinto the sids. five'feet from 
the bottom. Then the captain stepped into the 
bug, and by means of tackle he was drawn under | 
water. so that he could seo the leak, The other 
end of the bag, being open and above water,’ he 
had plonty of air, and also the opportunity of 
communicating with his mon, Two sleeves liad 
been made, and were tightly bound at his wrists, 
so that he could work freely. . In this way, look- 
ing at the leak through the window in the bag, 
he worked steadily while the ship was hove to. 
The vessel rollcd‘in a heary swell, and-some- 
times Captain Mattson found himself from seven 
to ten feet below the waves, At one: tim- it 
seomet that the work would, cost the captain his 
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fife, ax the clinfing of his fect ugainst the vessel's 
sido wore. a-hole in the hag. and the water 
entered and covered bim: But le was drawn 
up in. good time; the bugr was repaired, and the 
leuk stopped.
